NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


— 


The Annual Meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Aasociation last Sunday was 
marked by a more hopeful tone than has characterised its predecessors for some 
years past. And there was reason for the change, at any rate in the financial 
sphere. Froma deficit of £1,000 to a balance in the bank of nearly the same 
amount is a great leap. This is of course due to the very successful dinner, and 
in that very fact lies the difficulty of the situation. For it cannot be regarded 
as an annual occurrence to obtain £2,000 beyond the ordinary income, and yet 
without this there is every indication that a similar deficit will exist in 1890 
when another dinner will have to be held. In the interim an attempt should be 
made to obtain greater financial stability by widening the basis on which the 
Association stands. And the way to do this is clearly by personal canvass. The 
day for circulars is gone by: their very multitude tends to be mutually destruc- 


tive. The only way to influence is by personal contact, and through the press 
and public meetings. 


Meanwhile it is to be hoped that reference to the finances of the Associa- 
ticn will become less painfully frequent than they have been hitherto both at the 
Council meetings and in the appealsto the public. The Association is founded 
on sentiment, and nothing is more destructive to sentiment than dissensions 
about £8. d. There is a general lowering of the tone in discussions of this 
kind that the Association would do well to avoid. Afterall the future of such 
an institution depends on the attractive power with which it appeals to young 
men who are growing up among us, and they will necessarily bo deterred by too 
prosaic a tone being adopted in the proceedings and appeals of the Association. 
And just that part of the Association’s work which was most calculated to arouse 
enthusiasm —its political as opposed to its educational work —has fallen into the 
background of late years. The sphere of Jewish persecution has to some extent 


lessened, and the educational work of the Association and the Paris Alliance will 
tend in the future to lessen it still more. 


Mr. Hermann Landau allowed his praiseworthy zeal on behalf of his Jewish 
countrymen in Russia and Poland to ran away with his discretion, when he pro- 
posed on Sunday at the meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association that the Rev. 
A. Lowy should be sent on a mission to the Empire of the North. Even were 
the Russian Government to permit the Secretary of the Association to make a 
tour through the country, the Russian Jews do not require to be told by an 
emissary from London that tho acquisition of technical knowledge would greatly 
help them in improving their worldly position. This fact has long ago been 
brought home to them by their leaders and their organs in the press. And as 
the Anglo-Jewish Association would n>ver be permitted, even had it tae means, 
to open technical schcols in Russia, it would be ungracious on its part to tender 
advice, which it could not follow up by action. Th» Government of the Czar 
is determined to follow up the policy adopted by Pharaoh in his dealings with 
the Israelites in, Egypt ; and while it shuts the doors of the public schools to 
the Jews so asto prevent them from rising out of the slough of despond, it is 
not likely that the Jews will be allowed to found institutions having this object 
inview. Forthis reason no possible good would ensue, if Mr. Landau’s pro- 
posal were carried into effect. 
visited Russia in 1874, and apart from the insight he gained into the hapless 
situation of his coreligionists, his mission produced no practical result. Another 
such journey in the present year would be equally barren, especially when we 
bear in mind the sudden termination of Mr. Montagu’s visit last year. 


The terrible conflagration which has rendercd homeless many thousand Jews 
at Bottuschan in Roumania has brought out the brighter side of the 
character of the Christian population in that country, Oar own correspondents, 
as well as English visitors to Roumania, have insistcd over and over again that

will against the Jews. This assumption has been fully borne out by the 
sympathy which the Bottuschan calamity has evoked on all sides. From the 
King and even the Government downwards, the utmost kindness has been shown 
to the sufferers, not in mere empty expressions of regret but in substantial relief. 
Such sentiments of humanity and fraternity in a country where the Jews least 
expected them are particularly touching, and give rise to hopes that our coreli- 
gionists will not always have to endure oppression. It is now our duty to show 


the Roumanians that our sympathy with our brethren takes the blameless form 


of relieving their necessities, and is not confined to those political measures 


which it has from time to time been our part to advocate with the best intentions, 
but not with entirely favourable results. | 


The disquicting statements made by Mr. Landau at the Temporary 
Shelter last Sunday ought to receive prompt attention. They bring into relief 
a weak point in our philanthropic machinery, which the community would do 
well to strengthen for its own sake. It is heartrending to know that poor 
Jewish immigrants, on landing in London, are made the victims of an organized 
band of scoundrels, who do not let them out of their clutches until they have 
fleeced them of the little they possess. The shameless and cruel manner in 
which they are treated cries aloud for active and vigorous intervention on 


behalf of the unfortunate persons who have a double claim upon our sympathies | 


inasmuch as they are both poor and strangers. But in suffering them to be 
plundered by these miscreants the community is unmindful of its own interests. 


It is clear that the Russian immigrant more commonly possesses some small . 


means than is usually supposed. Land sharks do not incur the trouvle and the 
risk involved in the plying of their trade if nothing is to be made by it. If 
proper protection were given to the newcomers on their arrival at the docks, 
the money which has hitherto been stolen from them would be available for 
their support until they were able to get employment, or until they continued 
their.journey to America. As things are, the Board of Guardians is besieged 
with applicants for assistance, who might have dispensed with it had they been 


properly cared for on their arrival. Mr. Landau’s suggestion respecting» 


licensed porters is a goodone. But the entire question of protecting the foreign 
Jewish immigrant when he leavesthe ship ought to be dealt with practically 
and immediately. 


If our readers have not quite tired of the mention of the word Jubilee, we 
might refer to the following question sent to Notes and Queries ; 


Jubilee of George I1].—Why was the Jubilee kept at the expiration of forty- 
nine years of his reign? Surely the meaning of fifty years of Jubilee isthe com- 


pletion of fifty years. 

It will be remembered that it was proposed to celebrate Queen Victoria's Jubilee 
last year, the idea being discarded at the desire of the august person most con- 
cerned. We should like, however, to point out that in a recent article we men- 
tioned that an old controvcrsy raged on this very question. Some held that the 
forty-ninth year was the Jdbilee, and at all events the commencement of the 
fiftieth year was the begianing of the Jubilee. Jlence the postponement of the 
(jueen’s Jubilee till the end of the fiftieth year was not really in accordance 
with the ancient custom, but strangely enough this point scems not to have been 
generally noticed. We may also mention that the oldest spelling of the word 
in English was Iubely, thus retaining more nearly than the present spelling the 
sound of the Hebrew word of which it is a transliteration. 


Lonpon UNIVERSITY.—Four students of Jews’ College, Messrs. Cotton, Gelberg, 


Jacobs, and Lazarus, has passed the June matriculation,—Mr, Hermann J. Cohen (of 


Jesus College, Oxford), has obtained the M.A. Degree in Classics, 


UNIVERSITY COLLEGE.—On Tuesday last Mr, B. Louis Abrahams read & paper 
on “Animal Parasitism, a Study in Degeneration,” before the University College 
Biological Society, Dr. Benham in the chair. The paper discussed the effects of the 
different grades of parasitism, the various classifications of parasites, and the different 
hypotheses as to the manner in which degeneration was brought about by com- 


mensalism, mutualism, and true parasitisin respectively. A large number of speci- 


mens were exhibited, kindly lent by the Museum authorities. A hearty vote of 
thanks was accorded to Mr, Abrahams at the conclusion of his paper, 


DALSTON SYNAGOGUE.—The Rev. Hermann Gollanez preaching on Sabbath 
last, referred to the recent deaths of Sir Barrow Ellis, Mr. Lionel Louis Cohen, and 
the Rev, Samuel Lyons. Of these three names, without denying the great and 
good services rendered by each in his respective sphere, one could not help feeling that 
in the demise of Lionel Louis Cohen a mustemmind had been removed from the 
general community, in every corner of which his influence had once been felt. 
Ability, influence, and wealth were the lotof not a few among us ; but the desire to 
employ these to the benefit of the greatest number in the manner in which it had 
been done by our departed anddeeply-deplored friend was certainly the characteristic 
of but a very small band of communal workers. His brain-power which, while 
active, seemed able to grasp the most momentous of questions, was undoubtedly 
one of Heaven's blessings, and he showed his gratitude to the Creator of all 
intelligence by using his power tothe fullest extent in the service of the synagogue 
and in the noblest field of charitable relief. But the energy which he threw into 
every work he undertook, the precision with which he conducted it, the self- 
sacrifice which was entailed upon him by his thorough devotion to an astounding 
amount of self-imposed labour, all this was indeed of the man’s own maturing, and, 
was doubtless the keynote of that widespread esteem in which he was held during life 
and of the consequent widespread sorrow at his too carly death, Truly, “a great 
man and a prince has fallen in Israel!” Let us_ be fired by the example of such 
lives to a punctilious discharge of life’s duties, let. us learn from them how we may 
serve ourfellow-creatures by the gifts which God has thought fit tolavish upon us, 
let us learn the lesson that high rank and state honours, that absence from the 
seat of our early training, need not render us forgetful of, or indifferent to, the 
demands of our faith, let such instructions sink deep into our hearts, and : hile 
admiring the life of holiness and righteousness we should be repeating w ith Ba aam 
no vain wish as we each and every one of us gave utterance to the words, Let me 
die the the death of the righteous, and let my latter end be like his:

THE SPANISH AND PORTUGUESE CONGREGATION, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” | 
Sir,—No unprejudiced person will I think deny that it wasa mistake to describe 
the order of service arranged by the venerable Chief Rabbi, Dr. Adler, as the “Service 
of Prayer and Thanksgiving tu be used in a// the synagogues of the British Empire,” or 
that the fact of its having been so arranged and described before Dr. Gaster was 
elected Chief Rabbi of the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation is not a sufficient 
excuse for the mistake, for although if the Sephardim had, at the Jubilee, still been 
‘stray sheep withouta shepherd” it is possible they might have adopted the same 
order of service, yet it is quite clear they were under no obligation to do so, I feel 
sure, however, that no one really believes Dr. Adler had any iotention of assuming 
an authority he did not possess, or of offering the Sephardim a slight by insinuating 


that they were too insignificant to be worthy of notice, and now, therefore, that a 


protest has been made, I trust no more will be heard of the incident as a matter of 
controversy, 

I do hope. though, that the expressions of opinion which it has called forth 
may be taken to heart by the members of the Sephardim congregation, and will 
open their eyes to the fact that, however justified they may have been in the past in 
laying claim “to superiority and independence,” they now, and with regret, I admit 
not unjustly, only make themselves ridiculous in the eyes of others by doing so. 

In what respect I would ask are the Sephardim superior to the Ashkenazim ? 
Do we find amongst their number a larger proportion of truly good and religious 
men, learned theologians, men of high culture, of enlightened views, of large 
influence or means, of strict principles, of high honour, or of good social position, 
great philanthropists, men capable and willing to take part in communal work, and 
possessing high administrative power, men who have come to the front in the 
learned professions, or who are in other respects well fitted to be leaders, or to take 
high rank in the Jewish community ? 

I fear the answer can only be given in the negative, and if that be so, what are 
the grounds on which a claim to superiority can be based? True we have traditions 
of which we may be proud, but they will not serve fer all time, and if we are to be 
held in esteem by the Ashkenazim, and to maintain that high position amongst the 
Jews, to which, as the most ancient congregation in England, we should aspire, must 
we not do something to merit it? Far be it from me to wish to disparage the 
Sephardim ; my earnest desire is that they should be looked up to as a power amongst 
the Jews, but I maintain that he who tacitly allows them to live in a sort of “fools” 
paradise’ is no true friend of theirs. No one who has watched their Congregation 
can have failed to notice that for some years past they have been gradually losing 
influence and power, and it is only by fully recognising this that any hope can be 
entertained of their being regained ;.and if that hope is to be realized, a determina- 
tion to repair the loss must be shown by acts, and not by vain boasts or idle’ words, 

We have now at our head a gentleman well fitted in every respect to raise us, but 
he cannot do it alone; his efforts must be supported by every member of the congre. 
gation. If that be done, we may hope to make ourselves in some degree worthy of 
our great past, and to put an end to the sneers which, from time to time, are levelled 
at us, and which are not more painful to any member of the Sephardim Congregation 
than to

ONE oF THEMSELVES. 


A PLEA FOR * CONSI®TENCY.” 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

S1r,—Mr. Oswald John Simon enjoys at least one advantage over me—he ean 
reply to a letter in the Jerish Chronicle in the week following its appearance, 
whereas my living in America renders it impossible for me to answer him while 
his remarks are yet fresh in the memory of those who read them. 

Commenting upon my letter headed “ Draw the Ling,” Mr. Simon states that I 
endeavour to impede the progress of enlightenment by “drawthg the line’ at an 
interchange of pulpits between the Bayswater and Berkeley Street Congregations. 

I may say in reply to this, that there has not been a single innovation among our 
radical “reformers” in America that has not’been perpetrated in the name of “ enlight- 
enment.” Services in the “reform temples ’ have been assimilated with those in 
Christian churches, the divine inspiration of the Bible has been ridiculed—all in the 
name of “enlightenment.” The benighted orthodox, who have refused to become 
thus “enlightened,” have been denounced a; bigoted and intolerant. And yet the 
orthodox Jews in America remain Jews, while the “ enlightened reformers ” are 
practically infidels. Truly “ enlightenment” is a dangerously misleading term, espe- 
cially where it is synonymous with negation of principle, 

Either orthodoxy is right in its belief in the authority of the: Oral Law. cr 
“Reform ” is right in rejecting that authority. Not having yet reached that isin 
in reasoning in which a thing can be right and wrong, or black and white, at the 
same time, my feeble intellect fails to grasp the idea that Orthodoxy and “ Reform” 
can both be right in their attitude towards the Oral Law ; and as I am among the 
benighted beings who believe that; consistency is a virtue, and that truth cannot 
compromise with that which is false, I fail to see that an orthodox minister can 
with propriety participate in the services of a “reform” synagogue. 

Mr. Simon wants to “ break down the barriers.” By all means do so: but this 
can only be effected by the admission of the orthodox or “ reform ” party that it has 
hitherto been in error, There can be no half way between belief and non-belief in 


the authority of the Oral Law. Mr. Simon declares that “there is no creed which 
affirms or denies anything about the Oral Law.” This is simply playing with 
words. Theformal thirteen articles of our creed may not deal with the question ; 
but is the belief in the Oral Law lessan item in the creed of the orthodox because it 
is not specified in the thirteen articles ? 

Mr. Simon says that he has “ no hesitation in asserting that the various views 
that are held by different Rabbis on this subject do not amount to questions of 
sufficient vitality to justify a sect on one side or the other.” My innate modesty 
would cause me to hesitate to array my judgment against that of the many 
eminent authorities who regard the Oral Law as of sufficiently vital importance to 
lead them to “draw a line” between believers and non-believers in its authority. 
Fasting upon the Day of Atonement is regarded as of some slight importance by 
believers in the Traditional Law. Will Mr. Simon assert that belief or non-belief 
in alaw which is the authority for this practice is not of vital importance? Mr. 
Simon expatiates upon the origin of the “Reform” movement in London ; but this 
isan evasion of the question at issue. We were not discussing the cause of the 
secession, we were referring to an interchange of pupits. Mr. Simon says that there 
is no reason why the Delegate Chief Rabbi should not be heartily welcomed to the 
Berkeley Street pulpit. The Delegate Chief ‘Rabbi is admired in America as in 
England for his consistency as well as for his marked ability ; and that consistency 
would not permit his preaching in a “reform” synagogue. Mr. Simon maintains 
that those who object to an interchange of pulpits are parties to a state of things 
utterly unreasonable, Then all men who act consistently in accordance with their 
principles are unreasonable. I may be pardoned when I say that this statement 
is so utterly ridiculous, so utterly unreasonable, that it requires no further 
comment. 

I agree with Mr. Simon that the formation of sects is to be deplored ; I also 
agree with him that the “ Reform ” movements in America and on the Continent of 
Europe have not advanéed the cause of our religion ; again I agree with him that 
the “reform” synagogues have multiplied differences ; and I am not surprised to 
hear from him that three “ reform” synagogues in England “are all different, one 
only more objectionable than the other,” and that “they will utterly wither if they 
are not united to the other congregations.’ As-one so well informed as Mr. Simon 
would not make these admissions as to the English “ reform” congregations if they 
were not warranted, and as I am a firm believer in the authority of the Oral Law, I 
would suggest. as a remedy for the evils complained of, that the “reform” 
congregations adopt the orthodox creed. This would render it possible for the 
Delegate Chief Rabbi to preach in Berkeley Street ; this would bring about the 
union so warmly advocated by Mr. Simon and so earnestly hoped for by

DOWD by Wolf Jeboz has just appeared at Warsaw—historiettes in 
good Biblical Hebrew. 

Prof, Kautzsch writes to the Academy on Mr. .Lowy’s article on the Moabite 
Stone, It is a curious point in this discussion that most of the “authorities ” decline 
toread the article of which they nevertheless seem anxious to destroy the effect.

The newly formed Hebrew Literary Societies at the Antipodes are now in full 


swing, and promise to become permanent institutions. At Sydney one of the papers 


read sought to describe ‘The Jew a Hundred Years Hence.” In Melbourne one of 
the meetings was devoted to the consideration of a more serious subject: “Judaism 


and Christianity : their original identity and subsequent divergence fr m eacho' hor.” 


This paper, of which the Rev, E. Blaubaum is the author, has been published in pam- 
phlet form. 

The 4th volumeof Jewish Tradition (‘Zur Geschichte der judischen Tradition » 
von J. H. H. Weiss), has just been published in Vienna, 

The appointment of the new Bishop of Casala (Italy), Mgr. Eduardo Pulciano 
deserves mention in this column, he being a Professor of the Hebrew language and — 
a distinguished Orientalist. 

Rabbi Moise Ottolenghi, Director of the Alliance Schools in Salonica, has 
published a complete collection of Hebrew poems under the title of “Zemach 
David.” 

We noticed some time ago a scholarly article, evidencing thorough research on 
the part of the writer, which appeared in the Corriere Israelitico from the pen of 
the eminent Abbé Perreau (of the Parma Library), on the history of the Jewish 
community in Italy and their emancipation. The paper has been reprinted as a 
pamphlet, and a copy has been forwarded to us by the learned author. 

The third series of the publications of the Hebrew Literary Society in Berlin 
(Mekizé Nirdamim), will contain the following papers : POY¥' “IND, conclusion of yw and

The greater portion of the Vitry Machsor, and of the great * Book of the 
Pious” has been copied, and it is hoped that these important literary works as well

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BOARD OF GUARDIANS, 


The monthly mecting of the Board of Guardians was held on Monday at the 
Offices of the Board, Devonshire Square, There were present: Alderman and Sheriff 
Sir Henry A. ISAACS, Vice-President. in the Chair: Dr. A. Cohen ; Messrs. H. A. 
Abrahams, L. L, Alexander, J. S. Ballin, D. Benjamin, L. Bernays, ©. 8. Davis, 
Barrow Emanuel, Lewis Emanuel, L. A. Isaacs, L. Jacob, H. Landau, F. A. Lucas, 
F. D. Mocatta, C. Samuel, D. F. Schloss, S. Simons. 

The following letter was read from Mr. Leonard lL. Cohen with reference to the 
proposed memorial to the lamented President of the Board - 


9, Hyde Park Terra-e, W. 


5 July, 1887. 
Dear Mr. Stephany,—I have heard that a Committee has been formed to raise a fund 


to perpetuate the memory of my dear father, and that although the exact object for 
which the fund is destined ha: not been defined as yet, subscriptions will be invited to 
this fund, it being understood that the proceeds will be devoted to the relief of the poor 
in some form. While we fully appreciate the intentions of the gentlemen who compose 
the Committee, Iam anxious to let yon know be‘ore any step has been finally taken, 
that the raising of any fund by a public or private anpeal, as a memorial to my father, 
would be extremely distasteful to all the members of the family, as I believe 1t would 
have been to him whose memory you wish to perpetuate. 

I have had the pleasure of explaining these views of the family at greater length to 
Mr. Alexander who asked me whether a portrait in the rooms of the Board would be 


acceptable to the family, aud I assured him tha: they would value very much such a 
memorial. 


Yours very truly, LEONARD L. COHEN. 


The CHAIRMAN said that aftersuch an expression, the Memorial Committee were 
bound to defer at once to the wishes of the late Mr. Lionel Cohen’s family. 

Mr. F. D. MocATTA mentioned that several gentlemen had either given or had 
collected donations “in memoriam,” a mark of respect to the late President which 
was not distasteful to the feelings of his family, 


On the motion of Mr. Lewis EMANUEL, the Board directed that donations in 
memory of the late Mr. Lionel Cohen be not dealt with at present. 

The CHAIRMAN stated that at the last meeting of the Board a vote of condo- 
lence to Mr. Cohen’s widow and family had been passed. He thought that the Board 
should also enter on the minutes an expression of regret at its own loss, and he 
therefore moved : “That this Board place on record its sense of the great loss 
it has sustained by the death of its esteemed President, Lionel L. Cohen, Esq., M.P., 
whose great services to this institution and to the community generally were such 
as must be for all time remembered by such members of this Board as hud the 
privilege to be associated with him in his works of usefulness and charity.” 

A further motion, proposed by Mr. L. L. ALEXANDER and seconded by Mr. F. D. 
MocaATTA, was adopted, empowering the Executive Committee to take such ateps as 
they deem fit for the purpose of having a portrait of their late President painted and 
hung on the walls of the Board room. 


It was understood that the portrait would be subscribed for by the members of 
the Board. 

Letters were rcad from the Spanish and Portuguese Board of Guardians and the 
Manchester Board of Guardians, forwarding resolutions of condolence on the part 
of those bodies with the London Board on the loss it had sustained. 

A letter was read from the Chairman thanking the Board for its congratula- 
tions upon the Knighthood conferred on him by the Queen. 

The CHAIRMAN welcomed Mr. D. F. Schloss, who had been elected a member 
of the Board at its last ordinary meeting. | 

The Hon, SECRETARY (Mr. L. L. Alexander) reported the receipt of the fol- 
lowing amounts : £18 from the Executors of the late Mr. A. Flatau, £8 4s. 6d. from 
the executors of the late Mr. E. Lowe, £2,000 from Baron de Hirsch, in memory of 
his son (these several amounts were ordered to be invested), and £296 13s. 5d. for- 
warded by the Spanish and Portuguese Jewish Board of Guardians from the 
Sir Moses Montefiore Bequest for distribution in coals and blankets. 

The Board confirmed the election of Mr. 8S, V. Abraham as a member of the 
Workrooms Committee. | 

Mr. J. 8. BALLIN reported to the Board the proceedings which had taken place 
at a meeting of delegates from various bodies in reference to the holding of an 
Apprentices’ Exhibition, Mr. Ballin mentioned that the meeting highly commended 
the Jewish Board of Guardians for its action in the apprenticing of youths. 

Mr. F. D. MocaATTa, referring to the vacant Presidentship of the Board, said 
that, however, painful it might be to the members, it was necessary that the post 
should be filled up. As it would, however, be difficult to elect a President at once 
and without mature consideration, he moved that the subject be referred to a Sub- 
Committee, consisting of Sir Henry A. Isaacs, Messrs. D. Benjamin, B. Emanuel, L. 
Emanuel, F. A. Lucas, F. D. Mocatta, C. Samuel, S. Schloss, A. E. Sydney. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. CHARLES SAMUEL and agreed to. 

Mr. LionEL L., ALEXANDER was elected a Trustee in the place of the late 
President. 

In accordance with previous notice, Mr. F. D, MocATTA moved that the appli- 
cation of the Spanish and Portuguese Board of Guardians. that the apprenticing of 
the children under their care be in future carried out by the Industrial Committee 


of this Board, be granted, provided always that the said Industrial Committec 


consent, and that suitable terms be arranged between the two bodies. 


An amendment, by Mr. L. L. ALEXANDER, that the subject should be referred 
to the Industrial Committee for consideration and report was, after somé dis- 
cussion, carried. 

Mr. H. LANDAU called attention to the imposition inflicted upon poor Jews on 
their arrival in the port of London, and having mentioned that he had conferred on 
the matter with Sir Charles Warren, the Chief Commissioner of Police, he asked 


the Roard's authority to state to Sir Charles that the proceedings of which he 
complained were within the cognisance of that body. 7 


The authority asked by Mr. Landau was given. | 
The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the chair,

of the girls who attend the Sunday Social Gatherings in the City, accompanied by 
two or three of their hostesses, had a most enjoyable afternoon at the residence of 
Mr. and Mrs Isaac Seligman, of Lincoln House, Clapham Park. The party arrived 
in two waggonettes,; the drive through Hyde Park and the halt at the Albert Memo- 
rial being not among the least pleasant experiences of this pleasant day ; indeed, to 
nineteen out of the number the stately squares and the sunshiny park were a lesson 
in geography, the wonderful “West End” having been to them hitherto an unknown 
and unexplored country. Arrived at their destination, with most complete and kindly 
hospitality the beautiful house and grounds were made free to these young guests, 
who were permitted to wander at will and—most coveted boon—to pick their own 
bouquets! To some, the discovery that birds,don’t always live in cages, nor milk 
grow in cans, was evidently a novel bit of knowledge.

POOR JEWS’ TEMPORARY SHELTER, 


— 


On Sunday last, at a special meeting of the Committee of the Poor Jews’ 
Temporary Shelter, 84, Leman Street, a vote of condolence was passed to the family 
of the late Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, M.P., on the motion of Mr. H. Landau, one of the 
Vice-Presidents (who occupied the chair), seconded by the Rev. J. A. Gouldstein. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the foreign Jews particularly had cause to lament 

His loss would be truly 
irreparable. Mr. Cohen was one of the last links of that English orthodoxy that 
understood, and had sympathy for, the orthodoxy of the foreign Jew. At first. 
sight his manner towards foreigners appeared ungracious, but that manner belied 
his real feelings. He spoke from his experience of Mr. Cohen, for whenever he 
presented the case of a distressed foreign family before him, not only was he liberal 
with his money but also liberal in suggestions for their benefit. The community, 
and even the immediate friends of the deceased would be surprised to learn of the 
large sums of money which Mr. Cohen had placed at his disposal on behalf of foreign 
Jews—acts of charity of which the world were never informed. Few were aware 
how great a friend and staunch a protector the foreign Jews had lost by the death 
of Mr. Lionel Coven. 

Subsequently at a general meeting of the Committee, Mr. Herman Landau drew 
attention to the depredations to which immigrants weresubjected upon their arrival 
in London. On landing they were pounced upon by unprincipled men whoappeared 
to be porters, and instead of being directed to the addresses which they invariably 
brought with them, were taken to houses in the vicinity of the docks, and there were 
cruelly robbed. It would be a revelation to the world at large to know of the cruel- 
ties which were perpetrated in this free land upon poor and ignorant foreigners, 
cruelties which the law seemed powerless to prevent. There were nearly fifty of 
these unprincipled pérsons, and owing to the immunity from punishment which they 
enjoyed, they were emboldened even to threaten the poor foreigner with the rigour 
of the law. Such a case had during the past month been under his immediate notice. 
A poor man and his wife on landing presented an address to one of these so-called 
porters, but after being taken to another house, were told that the address was sixty 
miles from London, and that his fare would be fifty shillings—the whole possessions 
of the man. He was then left in the heart of London, penniless and friendless. 
This man prosecuted the porter at the Thames Police Court for obtaining his 
money under false pretences, but owing to his not understanding the process of the 
law and not having an efficient interpreter the casc was dismissed. The porter then 
prosecuted the poor immigrant for perjury, and he had made it his business to sce 
that he was properly defended, and on Friday last the case was dismissed, He how- 
ever, was pained at the concluding remarks of the magistrate that foreign Jews 
always slied, and it was impossible to believe them. If with no higher motive 
than selfishness the community should bestir itself to remove the scandal, for he 
would say that almost every immigrant was provided with some means, but on being 
robbed could but rely on public charity, In some cases where these men had 
perpetrated robberies they crossed the channel until their victims had left the 
country, and in one instance, the police had spent over three pounds in telegrams in 
trying to induce witnesses who had left for their own country to return, It should 
not be difficult to induce the Board of Trade to insist upon porters at the docks 
being licensed and distinguishable by numbers, and having a fixed tariff for their 
services. He hoped that the publicity he had given to the facts would induce some 
philanthropists to move in the matter. 


SHECHITA BOARD, 


A meeting of the Board for the affairs of Shechita was held on Monday last 
at the Vestry Room of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, Bevis Marks, There were 
present: Mr. SAMUEL MontTaAau, M.P., President of the Board, in the chair, Rev. 
Dr. H. Adler; Messrs. J. Berg, M. Castello, D, Davis, J. Goldhill, P. B, Goldsmith, 
H. Hymans, Arthur Lindo, and L. Lion. 

On the motion of Mr. M. CASTELLO, seconded by Mr. J. GoL_pHILt, a vote of 
condolence was passed to the family of the late Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, M.P. 

A letter was read from the Portuguese Synagogue, intimating the election of 


the Rev. Dr. M. Gaster as Ecclesiastical Chief, and it was resolved that the letter 


be entered upon the Minutes of the Board. 

Mr. M. CASTELLO, in moving the adoption of the accounts for the past half- 
year, said that there had been an increase of £183 in the receipts,and a corres- 
ponding increase in the consumption of Kosher meat. 

Mr. D. DAvis pointed out that there had been an increase of nearly £300 in 
the expenditure of the half-year, and complained that the members had not sufficient 
control over the finances of the Board. He suggested that a Budget should be 
presented at the commencement of each half-year. 

The CHAIRMAN read a letter from the Investigating Officer, explaining that 
from various causes considerable extra assistance had been necessary. 

The accounts were then adopted. 

The financial statement of the Board for the half-year, ending June 30th, states 
that the total income for the half-year (including dividends £2 14s. 8d.) 
was £3,370 14s, 2d.; the total expenditure (including purchase of 
stock £172 15s. 0d., and division of profits for the previous half-year £612 15s. Od.) 
amounted to €3,434 1s. 5d., leaving a balance of £466 13s, 6d. 

Mr. M. CASTELLO stated that £220 would be required to cover the expenses of 
some alterations inthe property of the Board, and moved that there should be no 
division of profits during the present half-year. 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. J. Bera. 

Mr. D. Davis said that the United Synagogue was in immediate need of fands, 
and moved as an amendment that the sum of €200 be divided. The amendment was 
seconded by Mr. Henry Hymans, supported by Mr, Arthur Lindo, and carried. 

With regard to the reference from the previous meeting, “That. it 
be referred to the  LExeeutive Committce to inquire into the working 
of the present system of placing Shomerim in the shops of butchers licensed to sell 
hindquarters and report thereon to the Board,” the Executive Committee reported 
that they had thoroughly investigated the matter, and did not considey it desirable- 
to interfere with the existing regulations. , | 

Mr. J. GOLDHILL complained that the report was extremely meagre, 
sent arrangement was productive of hardships to the smaller butchers, 

The CHAIRMAN said that the Ecclesiastical Board were of the opinion that 
Shomerim should be placed in those butchers’ shops where hind-quarters were sold ; 
but he hoped to produce a scheme at a future meeting whieh would relieve the poorer 
butchers. 

Mr. Arthur Lindo was appointed a member of the Executive Committee in the 
place of Mr. I. Pariente resigned, and after several other matters of no public interest 
had been disposed of the meeting terminated with the usual vote of thanks to the 
Chair,

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JUDAISM AND TEMPERANCE. 
A Cotoniat and International Congress for the discussion of intemperance 
as a disease and of legislative attempts to cure it was held 
last week under the auspices of the Society for the Study of Inebriety. The 
sympathy of every well-wisher of humanity will accompany all such efforts to 
stamp out one of the direst curses that afflict society. It matters not what 
shape those efforts may take. Whether they take the form of the familiar 
remedies of the old-fashioned total-abstinence movement, or the newer 
methods of those who look upon intemperance as a disease as dangerous as 
small-pox to the general, as well as individual, well-being, and therefore one 
to be treated by the physician and the legislator, they are alike animated by 
the. most creditable motives, and deserving of the most respectful attention. 
It is fair, however, to state that of these two modes of dealing with inebriety 


the latter is the one which will the more successfully commend itself to the 


sentiments and to the judgment of the Jew. The idea of total abstinence and 
the proposal to prohibit altogether the sale of intoxicating drinks which so 
often accompanies it are out of keeping with the actual teachings of Judaism 
and with the robust common-sense which characterizes them. Neither the 
Bible nor the Talmud forbids a moderate’ indulgence in the legitimate 
pleasures of life out of regard for the folly of the few who indulge in them to 
excess. There have been drunkards in every age from Noau onwards ; but 
the temperate Israelite was never denied his wine or strong drink in conse- 
quence. Denunciations of intemperance were uttered in abundance ; but the 
vicarious theory which would make the whole community suffer for the drunk 

ard’s shortcomings by the loss of a very real means of enjoyment was, so far 
as history goes, never even broached. It is probable that intemperance was not 
an evil of such gigantic proportions in ancient times as it is to-day ; andit is 
possible that if the circumstances had been equally unfavourable, the old 
Israelitish legislators, Biblical and Talmudical alike, might have eagerly 
availed themselves of such modern experiments as teetotalism, local option 
and the like. But Jewish feeling and Jewish doctrine equally tend to show 
that the case would have had to be desperate indeed to justify resort to 
remedies which would restrict individual liberty and seal up a source of legi- 
timate pleasure, | 


The keynote of Jewish teaching on this question is contained in the 
word Temperance as opposed to abstinence. That teaching is only a part 
of the larger doctrine which deals with enjoyment generally. 
sure was not declared to be man’s destined end or way, it was seen to be a 
desirable and a necessary ingredient in life’s economy. <A happy middle- 
path was found between pagan sensualism, which made self-gratification the 


| aim of existence, and the monastic asceticism which either rigidly excluded 


enjoyment fromthe sphere of legitimate endeavour or made positive pain 
the only object worth seeking after. Judaism, true to its religious character, 
sets the goal of life on the very highest plane ; but true also to its practical 
character it perceives that the road thither is bordered with flowers whose 


beauty end fragrance may cheer and refresh the pilgrim. Not to use these | 


sources of delight so mercifully provided by an All-bountiful Hand would 
be more than a folly, it would bea sin. But these joys are to be tasted 
wisely and in moderation. Man is not to mistake what are merely the 


pleasant adjuncts of this earthly existence for the true objects of life’s — 


quest. Nor is he to abuse the means of relief from the toil and the cares 
of the world by giving himselfup to them unrestrainedly. They are to 
minister to his wants ; he is not to be their slave. He is to sip the sweet 
juices of the flowers, and go on his way revived and strengthened—hbetter 
able to bear the travail and the pain of his pilgrimage ; he is not to drink 
till he is drunken and utterly forgetful of the journey and its aims. 

This is the attitude of Judaism on the question of worldly pleasure ; 
and its teaching about wine and strong drink is typical of it. When Noab, 
just saved by the Divine grace from the ruin which had overwhelmed a 
world, uses his salvation to degrade his manhood by brutal self-indulgence, 
we feel that we are listening to the most eloquent and the most striking 
warning against intemperance that has ever been breathed. The whole mul- 
titude of sermons and addresses that have been delivered on the subject of 
this terrible vice could never, even with their united force, equal the impres- 
siveness of the spectacle thus presented to us—the spectacle of an old man, 
once raised by the power of his righteousness to the mountain-tops of a 
divinely protected life, now plunged into the deepest and darkest abyss of 
debasement by his utter want of self-control. The story casts its sombre, 


yet wholesome influence on the whole of the Sacred Book, so that no other 
| admonition is needed to ensure a wise interpretation of those praises of wine 
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which meet us here and there in its pages. We know full well that when | 
the juice of the grape is lauded because it “ gladdeneth the heart of man,” 
itis so lauded because it gladdens, and that when it corrupts it is equally to 
be hated and feared. We hardly need to be told that ‘ wine is a mocker 
and strong drink raging,” or to be reminded of the woe, the sorrow, the 
wounds without cause, the blood-red eyes, the shameful state of the drunkard. 
And the Talmud is but the echo of the Bible on this as on every other subject. 
The Rabbins join in the chorus of praise in honour of wine. Itis a delight, 
and a medicine; but it has its snares for the unwary, it brings death to 
the vicious. Everything depends on the character of those who partake of it. 
‘‘ Many” says the Talmud “ it benefits, to as many it does evil.” Therein 
lies the whole philosophy of the matter. The wise may indulge without a 
qualm ; the weak and the foolish must be on their guard. Self-control— 
this is the last word of Judaism on the drink question. Enjoy, but enjoy 
in moderation. Without this precaution that which was intended as a boon 
becomes a potent source of eviland misery. And thus it is that the Jew must 
follow with interest and approval every attempt of social-reformers to rescue 
those who have overstepped the bounds of moderation from the dire consequences 
of their want of self-restraint and to prevent others from following their example. 
Judaism is the friend of moral freedom within the limits imposed by reason. 
But it is the foe of the freedom that degenerates into licence, and which, 
instead of making men nobler and happier, drags them down to the level of 
the brute. The liberty it would secure to them is that which leads to the 


widest moral and spiritual enfranchisement, not that which makes of them 
the serfs of the senses,

THE ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION. 


ANNUAL MEETING. 


The Sixteenth Annual General Meeting of the members of this Association was 
held) on Sunday morning last, at Silver's Rooms, 117, Gower Street, Sir 
JULIAN GOLDSMID, Bart., M.P., President, in the Chair. Amongst those present 
were Lady Simon ; Sir Philip Magnus, Major Goldsmid, the Revs.

The minutes of the last annual general meeting were read and confirmed. 

The PRESIDENT, in moving the adoption of the Report, said: Before making 
any observations on the report and on the work of the Association for the past year, 
permit me to express my regret at the absence of the Rev. 8. Singer and Sir John 
Simon, from both of whom I have received letters of regret at their inability to be 
here to-day. I desire also before alluding to the report, to say that I cannot help 
remembering that during the past year we have lost some very valuable members 
—valuable not only to this Association, but tothe community at large. I refer in 
the first instance to the death of Sir Barrow Ellis, a Vice-President of the Associa- 
tion, who by his long and distinguished career in India, and also by his services to 
the Indian Council in this country, not only did much useful work, but conferred 
great honour on the Jewish race to which he was warmly attached ; and [ am sure 
that we must all feel deep regret at his loss. (Hear, hear). Now another distin- 
guished man has passed away, ripe in years and good deeds; I refer to Joseph Ritter 
von Wertheimer, the head of the Jewish Alliance in Vienna. He not only did 
great service to the Jews, but to the people of Austria generally. I cannot refrain 
on this occasion from saying a word with regard to another eminent man by whom 
much good was done for the community. I mean Mr. Lionel Cohen, He was not a 
member of the Association, but there is not one who has followed his career who 
will deny that we owe him much, and that he has done much to the credit of the 
Jewish name (Hear, hear). I will now pass on to refer to the year’s history of the 
Association. You all know we had difficulties to contend with, in common with other 
associations of all kinds throughout the country, which have arisen out of our impe- 
cuniosity. The Council last autumn considered the best course to be adopted to put 
the Association ou a sounder financial footing. Some thought it would not answer 
to take any public steps at a time when so many appeals were being made not only 
to the Jewish, but to the general public, and that the Jews were contributing their 
share towards the general objects of the public appeals. For myself I did not share 
that view. This was the Jubilee Year, we were celebrating the seventeenth 
year of our existence, and I thought we might make use of the Jubilee 
celebration to make an appeal on behalf of ourselves. I cannot now help expressing 
the satisfaction it gave me to preside at that dinner, which was one of the most suc- 
cessful events of its kind that the Jews have recorded. (Hear, hear), And it further 
gives me pleasure to state that we were on the occasion assisted by many Christian 
friends who take interest in this good work, The result, as you know, was to adda 
considerable sum to the finances of the Association, and I think we may congratu- 
late ourselves on our improved condition in consequence of the success of that dinner. 
(Cheers.) Of course we know that we are greatly indebted to the branches for the 
augmentation of our funds,and we hope another year to be able to record a con- 
siderable increase in the number of our branches. The report refers 
to the Birmingham Branch, and to a meeting which was held on the 13th February, 
when I[ and other members of the Council attended, and I point to this to show how 
the personal attendance of members of the Council at meetings of the provincial 
Branches tends to stimulate the energies of our coreligionists; and I do not think that 
any means can be adopted with such good results to induce Jews in the country to 


take an interest in this Association as for members of the Council to attend 


such meetings, (Hear, hear.) We have, as you are aware, taken an interest in the 
Jubilee celebration; and the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association 
proposed an address of congratulation to Her Majesty. That address was in the first 
place handed to the Home Secretary, but her Majesty expressed a desire that the 
deputation should wait upon her. Mr. Arthur Cohen, the President of the Board of 
Deputies, and myself as representing this Association, were permitted to wait on 
Her Majesty personally at Windsor in connection with the representatives of other 
religious bodies, and I believe Her Majesty was never more pleased than when she 
read those addresses of that conspicuous body. (Cheers.) In addition to that, the 
two bodies I have mentioned, remembering the sympathy which the Jews received 
from the Crown Prince and Princess of Germany during the time of the /udenhetze 
outbreak, determined to present an address to their Imperial Highnesses, and I need 
only say that the address presented on behalf of this Association and the Board of 
Deputies was received by the Crown Prince and Princess in the most gracious 
manner. (Renewed cheers.) So much for general history. Now I coine to the work 
done by this Association. I may say at once that during the year there has not been 
any great amount of persecution of our brethren abroad, though in Morocco there 
have unfortunately been some outbreaks of fanaticism. With regard to the Jews in 
Russia and Roumania, I cannot, I regret to say, report any great improvement in 
theirstate. The commission on Jewish disabilities, sitting under the direction of 
Count Pahlen, has not yet reported ; and the Jews are still restricted in Russia and 
Poland in the exercise of those pursuits of life which everyone ought to have the 
right to choose for himself. I hope that when the report of the commission is pub- 
lished that something will be done to mitigate the hard conditions under which the 
Jews live in those countries. If we desire practically to help our brethren 
we should do all in our power to give them that technical education 
so necessary to help them to earn a livelihood (hear, hear), and nothing, 
I am assured, could be done which would help the Jews in Russia, Poland, and 
Roumania more, than toopen up to them the field of labour in which, with the 
necessary technical knowledge, they could earn their living, and so roll away the 
reproach so often levelled against them. As I have said, in Morocco, there have 
been a few isolated cases of persecution, and we have had to take active measures 
with regard to cases not yet brought to a satisfactory conclusion. We may con- 
ratulate ourselves on the appointment of our present minister in Morocco—Sir 
Kirby Green. who has shown great sympathy towards the persecuted Jews. I have 
had the advantage of kaowing Sir Kirby Green, and I am certain of his honest 
desire to do the best he can for the relief of the Jewish population of Morocco, In 
dealing with these and other matters we have had occasionally to apply to Her 


Majesty's Government, and I can onlysay that we have cause to be satisfied that 
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Her Majesty's Government has given us every assistance, I think that anyone 
looking at the report will see not only that great progress has been made in our 
schools, but that the greatest interest is being shown by the people themselves in 
the great good which is being done. I refer more especially to the able reports in 
the appendix by Mr. Morris Cohen on “ Industrial Instruction in Bagdad,” and_ by 
Mr. Theodore Lumley on “Jewish Education and the Talmud Tora at Constantinople.” 
These reports do the greatest credit to the gentlemen who have written them, 
and I wish publicly to express my thanks and the thanks of the Council to them. 
(Hear, hear). It is my duty, however, to point out that we are deficient in Girls’ 
Schools, and that in the East the education of girls is a most pressing duty. If we 
wish to resist proselytising, the best course is not only to educate the boys but girls, 
for upon education given to girls the happincss of many a homestead depends, and not 
only the happiness but the future of their children —boys and girls alike. We shall 
take away the reproach levelled in Roumania, especially against the Jews, that they 
Ht are ignorant, and take no interest in the institutions of the country. When 
| ence the people are educated the reproach will no longer be true, and will no 

t longer afford a pretext for persecution, On this ground, amongst others—and this 
it ground would be sufficient if it stood alone—we earnestly ask you for additional 
assistance in this direction. And on this point which trenches on finance, I may 
’ | | say that there are some inembers of the Association who think thatif they subscribe

3 Mr. L. SCHLOss seconded the motion. He said the work of the Association was 
divided into two branches — educational and social, and it might be called political. 
As regarded cducation a great deal had been done. They were giving education to 
8,000 children, but though 8,000 was a goodly number it was but the fringe of the 
educational pomen before them, for there were tens of thousands of children and 
parents of children, longing for the light of education which could only come to 
them from the West. He wished to draw particular attention to that point. for 
education in the East had been very deficient. only Hebrew and the Talmud bei g taught 
in the schools, and that as a rule but imperfectly. What was wanted was education, 
both secular and technical. Some progress had been made in secular teaching, 
and now a beginning had been made with regard to technical education. Theerying 
ing need—a need pointed out in the report—was the founding of girls’ schools, for 
it must be borne in mind that in educating girls they were educating the future 
generations. (Hear, hear.) Now, to come to the political point of the work: he was. 
afraid that as a rule the English poor Jews did not sufficiently know or remember 
the condition under which their poor brethren existed. This was to be looked for, 
for English Jews born in freedom could not fully appreciate the condition of men 
born and living in lands where every path of honour was closed to them, and where 
they were hunted down like wild animals. And yet their poor brethren set a noble 
example of constancy—they clung to their religion though they knew that if they 
were mean enough to abandon their religion they would enjoy all the freedom and 
edvantages of their fellow-subjects. (Applause.) This Association had from time to 
time to invoke the aid of the Government, and though that support was not wanting 
it could not be so full as they desired, because the Government was hampered by the 
consideration that they must not interfere with the domestic policy of other countries. 
With regard to Roumania, however, exception might fairly be taken to the rule, for 
Roumania obtained her autonomy under a pledge that in the future religion should 
make no difference in the social status of any Roumanian born subject. They all 
knew how that pledge had not only been ignored, but that new enactments had been 
passed which had driven from the country thousands of persons to countries whose 
language they did not know and in which they had but little prospect before them 
but to starve. In the case of Roumania he thought that any civilised government 
could interfere ; and he expressed a strong conviction that interference would bring 
about immediate amelioration. Some civilised peoples were sensitive to the openly 
expressed opinions of the civilised world, and he believed that a speech by a British 
minister, a debate in Parliament, and articles in the British press in favour of the 
oppressed would have a great influence on the Roumanian people and Govern- 
ment. (Hear, hear.) | | 
Mr. H. LANDAU once more raised his voice in favour of some steps being taken 
to better the condition of the Jews of Russia and Poland. Te suggested that the 
President should obtain a permit for the Secretary of the Association to visit certain 
districts in Russia and Poland with the view of furthering the education of Jews, 
and so making them better subjects of the Czar. Such an object, he believed, would 
meet with no opposition on the part of the Russian Government. | 
The PRESIDENT said Mr. Landau did not fully appreciate the jealousy with 
which the Russian Government regarded the action of foreigners who attempted to 
interfere with Jewish institutions. He could not, however, haye forgotten that Mr. 
Samuel Montagu was ordered to quit Moscow within twenty-four hours for making 
inquiries into Jewish institutions which he desired to improve. Mr. Landau’s sug: 
gestion should, however, be considered by the Council. 
The motion was then carried. |

He did not think that anything could speak 
more emphatically in favour of the advantages of that system of education than 
these few facts. (Ilear, hear.) A similarly satisfactory account was found on pege 
50 of the report referring to the schools at Smyrna:—“The trades taught to the 
several apprentices are as follows :—Typography, work in brass, bronze, tin, iron, 
and lead, engineering and locksmith’s work, tailoring, cabinet-making, joinery, 
wood-carving, clog-making, decorating, upholstery, house-painting, and tannery.” 
Now when they came to think of the occupation in which the poor in those places 
were engaged before the Alliance Israélite and the Anglo-Jewish Association set to 
work encouraging schools, they could not help feeling how vast a difference these 
schools would make in the usefulness and social condition of the Jews in time to come. 
(Cheers). At present we could not realise the effect, but ina few years when they 
saw Jews engaged in productive industries and gaining the esteem and good will of 
their fellow citizens, and so getting rid of their disabilities (and the causes of those 
disabilities had partly disappeared), they would be able to realise the effects properly — 
but not till then. Turning to the school at Jerusalem, reported favoura- 
bly of by Mr. Noel Moore, Her Majesty’s Consul, they found the following passage 
in one of the reports of Mr. G. F. Jackson, the technical instructor :-— 
“We have 94 apprentices in our workshop, viz., 27 carpenters, 13° smiths, 17 tailors, 
17 shoemakers, 9 sculptors, 4 wood turners, and 2 tinsmiths. Their ages range from 
11 to 30 years.” Considering the short time that the school had been in existence, 
and the yet shorter time since which Mr. Jackson commenced his technical instruc- 
tion, this report was eminently satisfactory. If they gave the money they would soon 
see the results, and he did not know any association which appealed so strongly to 
the sympathies of the charitableas the Anglo-Jewish Association. (Loud applause ). 
He strongly urged the increased support of the Association. | 

Mr. ALrrep G. HENRIQUES seconded the resolution. The secular and technical 
education of Jews had a political side, for if Jews became educated, as it was now pro- 
posed to educate them, they would become so valuable to the states in which they 
lived as wealth-producers, that governments would cease to persecute or 1gnore them. 
Sound technical education would tend to bring about political and social equality. 
As for the President, everyone appreciated his efforts, and all were gratified at the 
success which had attended the new departure. (Hear, hear). 
| The motion having been carried by acclamation, 7 | 

The PRESIDENT returned thanks. One of the elements of the success of the 
Association was, he said, the great harmony which prevailed—the Council and the 
subscribers being atone. If there were any differences as to details there was but 
one object, namely, how to do the best thing at the right time. 

Mr. H. GvEDALLA moved avote of thanks to the Vice-Presidents, the Treasurer 
Council and Committees, and in doing so suggested closer union with the Alliance 
Israélite. He intimated his intention of increasing his subscription from five to ten 
guineas a year. | 

The vote of thanks was seconded by Mr. M. A. GREE» and carried. 

The PRESIDENT said they were in constant communication with the Aliiance 
in Paris, and their relations were so friendly that he did not see how they could 
become more 80. 

Mr. F. D. MocaTTa, responding for the Vice-Presidents and Treasurer, said the 
work which had Leen undertaken was a good work, but they were only on tho 
threshold of it. Even in this country technical education could be much more ad- 
vanced with advantage, the difficulty often being not for a man to find work, but to 
be able to do the work which was offered to him. The Board of Guardians did a 
good deed inadvancing technical education among the poor. He strongly urged 
the better education of girls and increased support of the Association, which really 
did a wonderful work considering its small financial basis. (Cheers). Mr, Ellis 

Franklin, whose absence he regretted. husbanded their very slender resources to the 
very best advantage, and his only regret was that he had not more money to take 
care of. (Laughter). | 

Mr. B. Kiscu next proposed a vote of thanks to the Branches, of which there 
were about 40 all over the civilised world. He gratefully acknowledged the support 
which they gave to the Association, and referred with satisfaction to the revival 
of the Branch at Cardiff, with the result that the contributions from that place had 
increased tenfold. 


The Rev. Prof. D. W. MARKS seconded the resolution, and strongly supported 
increased expenditure on the education of girls. 
The motion was carried. 


Mr. SELIM SOLOMON (of Bombay), in responding said the School at Bombay 
did a vast amount of good, which would be greatly increased if they had a higher 
class of teachers employed similarly, for instance, to those engaged in the schools 
at Bagdad... 

Mr. D. F. ScuLoss proposed a vote of thanks to, and the re-election of, the 
-Auditors--—Mr. H. H. Collins and Mr. Charles Davis, The Alliance he said, had an 
income of £20,000 a year, and he felt ashamed that the Association with its 
branches throughout the whole Empire had so small an income. 

Mr. OswaLp J. StmMON seconded the motion, and quoted the concluding 
sentences of the appeal sent out some months ago by the President to the members 
of all congregations throughout the Empire.

He placed in juxtaposition the state of the Jews of Jerusalem 
and of Safed —at the latter place there was noschool, and the Jews were so ignorant 
and dirty, that one was almost ashamed of being a Jew... Asa practical way of giving 
Jews technical knowledge, and then sending them back to their own country to work, 
he suggested that persons in this country should induce manufacturers to take one 
or more Jews at a time and teach them the business. He had tried the experiment 
with a Jew from Safed, whom Messrs, Tibbets and Co., leather manufacturers at 
the Kast End, took into their place. The man was supported, and at the end of nine 
months learnt as much of the business as an ordinary Englishmen (so Messrs. 
-'Tibbets said) would learn in three years. He (Major Goldsmid) had seen specimens 
of the man's work, and he hoped to be able to furnish him with tools and shortly 
send him back to Safed, there to open business in the leather trade which was very 
profitable. (Hear, hear). He pressed these instances as a practical experiment of 
the Association, Referring to girls schools, he instanced that at Damascua, which

During the months of December, January, February and March 30 passports had 
been issued relating to 57 persons, some of whom left for Alexandria and some for 
Jerusalem. Bread rations were issued up to the 7th March to those who were in 
need of relief, 

_ SCHOOLS IN THE East —M. Bondy, Head Master of the Beyrout Schools, has 
reported that on the Ist of May instruction in English was introduced at the Girls’ 
School, the teacher being a Jewess who had studied at Beyrout.—The Alliance 
Schools in Philippopolis have been visited by the Inspector of Primary Schools who 
expressed himself highly pleased with their educational management and its results. 
The Boys’ School is attended by 207 pupils, half of whom receive their instruction 
gratis.—The Rodosto Jewish Community has appealed to the Association for assist- 
ance to erect a school house, the want of which is badly felt in that town.

DISASTROUS FIRE IN ROUMANIA. 


— 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


BOTTUSCHAN, 28TH J UNE, 1887, 


I crave a portion of your valuable space in order to describe as_ briefly as 
possible a calamitous conflagration which has occurred in this city. More than 
one thousand houses and shops have become a prey to the flames and disappeared 
in a few hours, leaving nearly 10,000 persons in a state of bitter misery. 

It was on the afternoon of the 15th inst. that the fire broke out in a house 
inhabited by a Jew. A violent wind then raging carried the sparks 
to other houses, which also ignited, so that in an incredibly short space of time 
the wealthiest part of the town was in a blaze. Nine synagogues, the great 
Talmud Tora and several Sepharim were totally burnt. At least 95 per cent. of 

the sufferers, who have been completely ruined, are Jews. In fact, at the moment 

of writing, the authorities have only been able to discover sixteen Christian 
families whose houses have been destroyed. On the other hand more than one 
thousand Jewish families are in frightful distress, having but the bare ground 
fcr a resting place and the heavens for a covering. 

Immediate relief to the sufferers was given with all the benevolence imag-, 
inable by the Prefect, the municipality and the Christian population, which could 
not have been more humane and benevolent, thus proving once again that the 

pure Roumaniana are kind-hearted and well disposed towards the Jews, 
and that it is the Roumanianised foreigners only who persecute us. 

On the very next day the Jewish communities of Jassy and Bucharest sent 
relief in the form of food, and promised that they would do still more for their 
unfortunate burnt-out coreligionists. Rabbi Dr. Beck came in person as the 
delegate of the Geriman Congregation in Bucharest for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the extent of the disaster. This catastrcphe has touched all hearts, and 
hag caused profound emotion among the inhabitants of every city, without dis- 
tinction of creed, of nationality, cr of political opinions. | 

King Charles has headed the subscription list with a gift of 40,000 francs ; 
the Government has sent 60,000 francs, the municipalities of Bucharest, Jasay, 


and other towns have voted several thousands of francs,and the charitable societies 


of the foreign colonies, as well as the national benevolent corporations vie with 
each other in organising popular fétes, dramatic performances, &c., for the benefit 
of the distressed Jewish families. The newspapers of all shades have opened 
lists, and collections are being made everywhere. Large sums are thus being 
raised, but the disaster is so immense that the funds contributed at home fall 


- far short of what is required to repair the mischief that has been wrought. The 


Jewish community of Bottuschan, acting in concert with the Zion Society in 
Bucharest, is therefore appealing to the Jews of Europe and America for their 
generous assistance in favour of brothers in faith,who but yesterday wealthy, 
are to-day mendicants. Similar action is being taken by the Jews in Jassy. In 
order that the help which we confidently hope will be forthcoming may be dis- 
tributed in a just and impartial manner, it is earnestly requested that all contri- 
butions be sent to the care of the Sephardim community. at Bucharest, whose 
President, M. Salomon Halfon, is head of the great banking house of Halfon and 
andSon. This community enjoys general confidence through the integrity of its 
administration, and as its members have no relatives in Bottuschan, contributors 


tothe Relief Fund may be sure that their gifts will reach the persons for whom 
they are intended, net any favouritism being shown towards one man or 


another. It would also be prudent if the donations were forwarded to this 
country through a Jewish institution, such ae the Anglo. Jewish Association in 
England and the Alliance Israelite in France.

BIRMINGHAM. 


In his sermon on the 2nd inst., the Rev. G. J. Emanuel dwelt emphatically on 
the great loss sustained by the community in the death of two of its most distin- 
guished leaders. He said: Sir Barrow Helbert Ellis, K.C.S.1., was a brilliant ex- 
ample of Jewish talent, Jewish energy, and strongly Jewish religious feeling. Un- 
aided by. fortune or family, solely by industry and ability, he raised himself to a 
very exalted position, and in that exalted position as in all his career did honour to 
the Jewish name by the strictest adherence to the faith of his fathers. Such a man 
does more for his race than can well be measured. His life is an answer to the 
question which a year or two ago was pressed with malignity, “Can a Jew be a 
patriot?” England has no more worthy sons than those who have won or adminis- 
tered her empire in the East ; and Indian annals have no more honoured name than 
that of the man we mourn; and at the same time no man could more identify him- 
self with his co-religionista, As the pious Israelite of old gave of his first-fruits 
to the Lord, and when he gathered his harvest presented of his abundance a free-will 
offering, so Sir Barrow in his youth vigorously maintained his religious principles, 
and in his maturity gave of his refined wisdom and experience to the service of his 
people. He leaves no child behind him. But the good acts of great men are their 
children, and these will long keep him in remembrance among a grateful community. 
Within a few hours, said the preacher, after the remains of this hero of his people 
were committed to their last resting-place, another funeral cortege reached the 
sacred ‘ House of the Living,” as we poetically term the house of the dead, bearing 
all that is mortal of one, by whose untimely departure we sustain a yet greater loss 
—Lionel Louis Cohen. All his life—and coanting it by acts not years, it is a long 
one—all his life he spent in the service of the Jewish people. Having described his 
beneficent activity in the public service, Mr. Emanuel concluded thus: This man 
has passed away—too early! But his influence remains with us. It is felt here. 
The great institution with which his name is identified has called into existence 
kindred institutions all over the land. Our Board of Guardians is the outcome of 
his active mind. If our community, rich and poor, donors and recipients, helpers 
and helped, have reason (and they have) to bless the transition from the old thought- 
less, useless, pauperizing method of giving, to the present careful, intelligent, generous 
endeavour to raise our poor permanently, then our community has reason to revere 
the memory of Lionel Louis Cohen. , wnt

On Sunday last a large gathcring of Jewish ladies and gentlemen assembled 


at the Hebrew School, Hope Place, for the purpose of witnessing the presentation 
ofa testimonial to the Rev. J. Polack, B.A., Minister of the Old Hebrew Congregation, 
on the occasion of his marriage. The testimonial consisted of a beautifully illum- 
‘inated and handsomely framed address, together with a purse of money. The fol- 
lowing is the text of the address :—‘ Liverpool Old Congregation to the Rev. J. 
Polack, B.A., Minister of the Old Hebrew Congregation, Prince’s Road. Rev. and 
Dear Sir,—We have pleasure in presenting you on behalf of the subscribers, whose 
names are hereunto annexed, this testimonial with the accompanying purse of 
£235 4s. 6d., on the occasion of your approaching marriage with Miss Sophia Isaac, 
and in appreciation of your zealous services in connection with our communal and 
philanthropic institutions ; and with best wishes for a long life and continued use- 
fulness and unalloyed happiness.” The address was signed by the President of the 
Yongregation, Mr. R. Robinson, Mr. Alfred L. Benas, Senior Treasurer, the Rev. H. 
M. Silver, Secretary, and 99 subscribers. —Mr. Ralph Robinson, in making the pre- 
sentation, said that the approaching marriage of their respected minister was deemed 
by his congregation a suitable opportunity for conveying to him an expression of 
the appreciation in which he was held by themembers. A circular to that effect was 
issued by the Executive, and the response was so hearty that nearly the whole of the 
amount subscribed was sent in within a few days from the initiation of the move- 


ment, in the carrying out of which Messrs. Augustus 8S. Levy, D. Morton Joseph, 


and Alfred L, Benas had taken a most active part. Addressing Mr. Polack, Mr. 
Robinson wished him every blessing and happiness in Lis new position, and expressed 
a conviction that he would continue to shed lustre on the sphere of usefulness he 


had hitherto adorned.—The Rey. J. Polack, on rising to respond, was greeted with 


loud applause. Speaking under the influence of deep emotion, the reverend gentle- 
‘man said he was not taken by surprise on learning a few weeks ago that his congre- 
gation would take notice of his marriage by the presentation of an address of 
congratulation, but what he was totally unprepared for and what had filled him 
with a most heartfelt gratification was to learn of the warmth and cordiality, the 
generosity and the unanimity of kindly feeling towards him, which the presentation 
of the testimonial seemed to have been the occasion of evoking. When he looked back 
to the period more than six years ago when he came among them an unknown and 
untried man, without a friend oreven an acquaintance in the city, and then thought of 
himself standing there to take part in that pleasant ceremony, surrounded by so many 
good friends, he could not help letting his heart goout in thankfulness to Providence 
for having so prospered his way and for having enabled him to secure in a degree 
that to which his hopes had never soared, the favour and goodwill of his congregants 
and the community generally. Mr. Polack then proceeded in eloquent language, 
which went home to the hearts of his hearers, to speak of the work he had performed 
in Liverpool, and the not altogether unsuccessful result of his efforts to accomplish 
the task he had set himself. Equally touching were the expressions of his gratitude 
to those who had stood by his side and gave him the benefit .of their wise counsel 
and friendly criticism. In conclusion, Mr. Polack said that the handsome gift of 
which he had been the recipient would act as a spur and an impetus to his devotion 
and enthusiasm, Although not guided by a desire to secure the prizes and ,rewards 
of this world, there was yet nothmg more cheering and encouraging to one engaged 
in honest aud garnest labour than such a mark of approval as the one with which he 
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had been presented. The access of influence which a settled home brought with him 
would, he hoped, be employed in the service of the community and of his congrega- 
tion in particular. Fortified by the knowledge he possessed of the confidence and 
sympathy of his flock, it would be his earnest endeavour to promote and accentuate 
the ‘spirit of harmony between minister and congregants, and between the congre- 
gants theselves, which constituted the basis and mainstay of communal prosperity. 
(Loud cheers.)—On the motion of Mr Baron L. Benas, votes of thanks were passed 
to the Chairman, and to Mr. A. L. Benas, for his exertions as Treasurer to the 
Testimonial Committee. 

The twentieth annual meeting of the Liverpool Braneh of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association was held on Sunday afternoon in the Hebrew Educational Institute, 
Hope Place, Mr. Baron L. Benas presiding over a somewhat numerous attendance of 
members, including the Revs.’J. Polack, H. M. Silver (Hon. Sec.), and H. Burman, Dr, 
S. Lewis, and Messrs. Alfred L, Benas, A. Lyots, Ralph Robinson, A, Liebeschutz, 
H. De Frece, J. Samuel (Treasurer), The Rev. H. M. Silver read the report, which 
stated that the number of members of the Branch was now 188, a considerable 
increase, the result of a honse to house canvass, They were much indebted to the 
energy of the Rev. H. Burman, one the ministers of the Old Hebrew congregation, 
who kindly volunteered to solicit new subscriptions, and to the Rev. J. Polack. for 
a powerful sermon delivered by him at the Princes Road Synagogue at Passover last, 
on the aims and educational work of the Association. The wish had been expressed 
by a large number of the new subscribers that some direct aid should be given by 
the Liverpool branch to the schools in Jerusalem, conducted by M. Nissim Behar, 
and thus evince their immediate sympathy with the technical education of the 
Jewish youth in the Holy Land. The Committee had been pleased to comply with 
this wish, and had voted a sum of £30 for this purpose, whilst £45 had been voted 
for the general purposes of the Association. The Treasurer's statement showed 
distinct progress in the subscriptions, and announced that a remittance of £75 had 
been sent to the parent society. 

The Chairman, while referring with pleasure to the past work of the Liverpool 
branch, said that its present labours were also most gratifying. It was usually 
considered, and perhaps thought essential, that individuals were missed, but he did 
not believe in it, for there were people always coming to the front to fill their 
places, Just at the moment when they considered their resources were feeble and 
their energies flat, they obtained the kind assistance of two comparatively new 
members, the Rev. H. Burman, who after time and trouble had secured 100 members, 
and the Rev. J. Polack, who had preached a powerful serrion in aid of the branch. 
Dealing with the report of the Central Association to be presented that day in 
London at the annual meeting, Mr. Benas directed attention to the Lionel de 
Rothschild School in Jerusalem, which, countenanced by the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion, afforded education to 150 pupils, “4 of whom were in the technical department. 
The advantages it offered were well set forth by Mr. Noel Temple Moore, Her 
Majesty's Consul, in the following communication : —‘ ‘Soon after the establishment 
of this institution, I formed a very favourable opinion of it, and of the practical 
advantages likely to result frem its happy combination of educational with 
industrial instruction, a feature well adapted to the peculiar local circumstances. 
A visit which I had the pleasure of paying yesterday to the school, and some 
examination of the pupils and an inspection of the workshops, more than confirmed 
that opinion, as I found the pupils much more advanced than I anticipated, both in 
the elementary and higher branches of knowledge. I was also much pleased with 
the order, neatness, and cheerfulness which prevailed, and consider that great credit 
is due to the able and zealous Director, Mr. Nissim Behar, and his staff of superin- 
tendents and teachers. I would recommend that enlarged and more suitable 
premises be provided for the institution, and adequate means placed at the 
disposal of the Director for the more effectual teaching of the English language.” 
With regard to the industrial department of the above schools, Mr. G, F. Jackson, 
the technical instructor, said that 91 apprentices in the technical department com- 
prised 27 carpenters, 18 smiths, 17 tailors, 17 shoemakers, 9 sculptors, 4° wood 
turners and 2tinsmiths Their ages ranged from 11 to 30 years. The Liverpool 
branch had for the first time during the last year voted tentatively the sum of £30 
for the special purpose of establishing a girls’ school in Jerusalem. In taking this 
step the Committee little thought they were initiating one of the greatest 
works that had ever been inaugurated in the Holy City. While the boys in 
Jerusalem were making progress by leaps and bounds, the girls, he was sorry to say, 
still remained in their original state of sloth and indolence. The contribution of 
£30) had been gratefully acknowledged, and a further sum of money having been 
added to that amount at headquarters a nucleus had thus been formed for establish- 
ing the girls’ school, which he thought would be as great a success as the boys’ 
school. 

Mr. B. L. Benas was re-elected President, Mr. J. Samuel, Treasurer, and the 
Rev. H. M. Silver, Honorary Secretary. Mrs. David Lewis, who has lately v's ted 
several schools in the East was elected a member of the Committee. It was resolved 
to present a framed vote of thanks to the Rev. H. Burman for his energy in 
enlarging the membership roll; and the proceedings closed with a vote of thanks 
to the Chairman on the proposition of Dr. Lewis.

MANCHESTER. 


At the South Manchester Synagogue on Sabbath, the Rev. I. Simon in the course 
of his fortnightly sermon made a feeling allusion to the deaths of Sir Barrow Ellis 
and Mr, Lionel L. Cohen, M.P. 

On the 28th ult., the members of the Committee of the Great Synagogue, Man- 
chester, presented Mr. Louis Cobe with a handsome gold-headed walking stick, bear- 
ing the following inscription: “ Presented to Louis Cobe, Esq.,.by the Manchester 
Hebrew Congregation. in acknowledgment of his long and valued services as Presi- 
dent. May 8, 1887—5647." The presentation was made by the Chairman, Mr. Philip 
Hart, who paid a warm tribute to Mr. Cobe’s long and untiring services in the 
interests of the congregation. Mr. Cobe briefly acknowledged the beautiful gift. 

The monthly meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on the 6thinst 
when a vote of condolence was passed to the family of the late Mr. Lionel L, Cohen. 
In moving the vote, Mr. E. M. Henriques, J.P., Hon. Secretary of the Board, said 
that whilst no Jewish meeting could be held at the present time without a reference 
being made to the mournful event, that Board had special cause to revere Mr. Cohen's 
memory. The charity administered by the Manchester Board was modelled on the 
great London institution, over which he presided for so many years. In the year 
1873, when the Manchester Board inaugurated its Loan Department, Mr. Cohen 
delivered in the Old Town Halla mosteloquent speech, which would still dwell in 
memory of those whom he addressed. Twelve months had scarcely elapsed since at his 
(Mr. Henriques’s) request their lamented friend attended the annual meeting of this 
Board at great personal fatigue and inconvenience owing to the political anxieties of 
the time. During his too short career of 55 years, no man in the community was 
better known for the deep interest he took in the work of the Synagogue as well as 
for his devotion to charitable and educational institutions. That was not the place 
to speak of his commercial abilities and success, nor of those political principles 
which in recent years had brought his name before the public. He was a man of 
wide culture and far-spread sympathies, and one who combined the deepest respect 
for the ancient institutions of his Faith with the sincerest love of progress. On 
obtaining a seat in Parliament he relinquished business to occupy himself entirely 
in public and charitable work. Death cut short this noble career of great performance 
and greater promise. Many would remember his statesmanlike qualities and his 
brilliant financial abilities, but to his coreligionists he would ever be endeared as a 
typical Israelite of the Victorian age, as one whom the allurement of fortune and 
success could not estrange from his brethren in faith, On the bead-roll of Jewish 
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worthies of the nineteenth century no name would be more revered than that of .

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

Herr Adolph van Sonnenthal, the celebrated actor at the Burg Theatre in 
Vienna, who was ennobled some yeage ago by the Emperor, has been requested by 
his Majesty to assume provisionally tae directorship of that theatre. The conductor 
of the Orchestra at this house is also a Jew, Herr Sulzer, son of the famous Cantor. 

The visit of the Crown Prince agd Princess to Cracow was marred by a dis- 
graceful attack on the Jews, which took place there on the night of the Ist inst. 


- In front of the Potocki Palace, where the Imperial visitors were staying, a crowd 


assembled and ill-treated all Jewish passers by. The police were powerless to 
restore order, and the military had to be sent for. Several arrests were made. 

At Duna-Szerdahely in Hungary an outbreak against the Jews had a far more 
disastrous effect. The anti-Semites, furious at their Parliamentary defeats, avenged 
themselves on the Jews by setting fire to many of their houses, with the result 
that a considerable portion of the town has been destroyed, For the relief of the 
victims, Baron de Hirsch has sent a gift of 10,000 florins, 

Dr. Adolf Goldberger, a recently deceased medical man at Pesth, has left 200,000 
florins for charitable purposes, under the proviso that the capital is to be invested 
and not to be employed until it has been multiplied 22 times over, 

MOROCCO, 

The rejoicings in Morocco on the occasion of Queen Victoria’s Jubilee were 
not confined to the English residents of that country. At Mazagan, for instance, a 
special service was held on the 25th ult., in the synagogue of the Rabbi Isaac 
Znatti, whose son pronounced a prayer. in which he invoked the Divine blessing 
on the Queen and the Royal Family. At the same time he offered’ the sum of 100 
francs for the benefit of the poor. Several other worshippers followed this benevo- 


lent example. 


PALESTINE. 

The Russian Consul at Jerusalem has visited the Rishon le Zion Colony, and 
expressed his gratification at its progress. On addressing the settlers, the Consul 
said that they had done wonders during the past four years, He was well aware 
that the lot of the Jews in Russia was a hard one, but this was due to the ill-will 
of the people rather than to the Government, for the people were not aware what benefits 
the Jews conferred on the countries wherein they lived. We should have thought 
that the reverse of what the Consul declared was the real truth, . 


RUSSIA, 

An unusual spectacle—the holding of a religious service in a Jewish house of 
worship exelusively for Christians—was witnessed at the end of last month in the 
synagogue at St. Petersburg. The late Leon Rosenthal, whose death we have 
already announced, was the head of several public corporations and companies, and 
at the request of the directors of these bodies Rabbi Dr. Drabkin consented to hold 
a special memorial service in the new Synagogue. The service was attended by 
every individual employed at the oftices of the respective companies; from the Chief 
Managers to the lowest porter, nota sing’e individual was absent. Although this 
novel congregation, which entirely filled the synagogue, could understand but little 
of the service, they displayed a spirit of the utmost reverence, and fervently prayed 
for the repose of the soul of their departed Chief. 

The degree incorporating Rostoff and Taganrog in the territory of the Don 
Cossacks has been published: and the promise, resulting from the appeal to the 
Senate, that the thousands of Jews,who were thereby threatened with expulsion, 
would not be interfered with, has been faithfully kept. 

At a meeting of the Council of Ministers lately held, the question was dis- 
cussed of reducing still further the number of Jewish children admitted as pupils 
in the public schools within the jurisdiction of the Minister of Public Instruction, 

SOUTH AFRICA. 

On Sunday, 12th June, a meeting was held at Barberton for the purpose of 
forming a congregation and benevolent society combined. Mr. Henochsberg was 
voted to the chair, when he briefly explained the object of the meeting. Mr. Sonnenfeld 
said the object for which he had called them together was one of vital importance, 
it was to form a society which would have for its object the relief and assistance of 
their more unfortunate brethren in case of sickness and other emergencies.. It was 
an object which he was certain they would unanimously agree with. It was his 


earnest desire that a society of that decription should be formed.—Mr. Olswang also 


spoke of the necessity of a society designed for the assistance of their sick and 
poor.—Mr. Morris suggested that the gentlemen present should form themselves 
into a congregation, which would have a twofold object, religion and charity, and 
proposed a resolution to that effect. Other gentlemen supported the suggestions, 
and the resolution was put to the meeting and carried, A subscription list was 
opened, and nearly a hundred guineas subscribed and at once paid. <A committee 
was elected, and at once set to work, after which Mr. Sonnenfeld was unanimously 
elected President of the new Barberton Jewish Congregation, 


New Comepy sy Re Hexry.—Mr. Frank Lindo gave an entertainment on 
Thursday evening, the 7th inst., at Ladbroke Hall, and was even more success- 
ful than usual in the varied characters he assumed.
